ZI is now about twelve years ſince I have been loſt 

to your attention, During the preceding four- 
teen years I had received a Fee-farm rent of you, 
iſſuing out of ſundry eſtates, originally in the poſ- 
ſeſſion of Bafil Nicoll, of London, Gent. by virtue of 
a grant of Charles the Firſt, dated the 23th of Nov. 
1631, and in the ſeventh year of his reign. 

From Lady-day, 1757, I was transferred over to 
Lord D-— for the payment of this Fee-farm rent, 
being 131. 16s. 8d per annum, and no cauſe was 
aſſigned to me for ſuch transfer. Some years after- 
wards I found that his Lordſhip had transferred 
me to one Thomas Lewis, a Cooper, and a demur 
in the payment happening in the year 1767, I then 
began to examine into the extent of my claim, and 
ordered the demand of payment to be made on 
Mr. James Neave, whoſe houſe, &c. at St. Kathe- 
rine's, I knew to be ſubje& to the payment of this 
Fee-farm. This brought on à diſeovery that there

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Upon this diſcovery, my new Attorney, without 
being commiſſioned by me ſo to do, ſeeks out Mr. 
Talbot, and upon an interview my Attorney was 
ſeized with a delirium, as appeared by a letter he 
immediately wrote me. I then ſent for him to come 
down to Richmond, hoping, that upon his taking 
in a little freſh country air, he would find relief. 
But, alas, my Lord! all was to no purpoſe, the 
'delirium ſtuck cloſe to him, and he contradicted 
every thing material, that he had declared in my 
favour on the firſt viſit !

I cannot conclude the preſent, without declaring 
anew, that I am much grieved at having unluckily 
been the proprietor of this Fee-farm , tor as I fore- 
told in my firſt letter, I now find myſelf with a long 
black lift of defaulters : But what gives me the deep- 
eſt concern is, that I thould live to ſce a venerable 
I (of whom but yeferday I cheriſhed the moſt 
favourable ſentiments) readily acquieſce to aſſign 


away (as free) the eftates, ſubject to my Fee-farm, 


without remorſe, and even without apology.
